Robert B. Burke, manager of the local

be indorsed until after he is nominated. It 
has been the most faithfully observed of 
any of the rules governing that body. Some 
of the oldest members declared that never 
before was it broken. But Mr. Burke wes 
determined to get an expression, which, 
while not recorded as such, is just as much 
of an official indorsement as though a vote 
had been taken on a clearly worded motion. 

Mr. Burke

In an interview Mr. Burke talked as if he 
were confident the Judge would give the 
committee a favorable reply today.

Imports from that part of the world are 
also growing rapidly because of the large in- 
crease in the share of our sugar supply 
which now comes from the islands of the 
Pacific. More than one-half the sugar im- 
ported Into the United States now comes 
from the East Indies and Hawallan Islands. 
Of the 2,891,806,558 pounds imported into the 
United States in the nine months ending 
with March, 1900, 1,553,415,397 pounds came 
from the East Indies and the Philippine and 
Hawaiian Islands; the amount from the 
East Indies alone being 1,143,025,446 pounds;

vocntes- namely: by ‘comparing street 
railway development in Glasgow under 
municipal management with street rail- 
way development in some American city— 
New York, in this case—under private 


management. | 
Mr. Vreeland, however, knows, of course, 


‘| very well that while this comparison is a 


legitimate basis for a conclusion as to the 
relative tendency toward street railway 
development as between British and Amer- 
ican cities, it is not a legitimate basis for 
a conclusion as to the results of the policy 
of municipal ownership of street railways. 
He knows, of course, that the proper basis 
for a conclusion, so far as Glasgow is eon- 


cerned, on that question, would be a com- 


parison between the results of private 
in Glasgow and of pub- 
lic ownership in Glasgow; and he is 
certainly sufficiently informed to know 
that on that question not only are the peo- 
ple of Glasgow as a body—including the 
Town Gouncil, all of whom have had in“ 
timate experience of both policies—over- 
whelmingly in favor of the latter plan, but 
that a comparison between the conditions 
of employés, the character of the service, 
the number of passengers, the fares exact- 
ed, the disposition to make improvements, 
and the clear profits to the city, shows an 
emphatic improvement from the start under 
eity management. It would save a great 
deal of waste talk as well as injustice to 
Glasgow if disputants on this question 
would observe a legitimate correspondence 
between the comparisons which they make 
and the conclusions which they draw. 
There are serious objections to munici- 
pal ownership of street railways in this 
country, but they are not to be found by a 
study of British experiments in this sub- 
ject; for those experiments, however they 
may compare with the results of private 
ownership here, have, as compared with 
the results of private ownership in Great 
Britain, been a distinct improvement there- 
on. The objections to munici owner- 
ship of street railways in this country 
grew out of political abuses in the public 
Service. No progress can be made by 
Shielding those abuses from their just 
blame or by ignoring the manifest abuses 
of private ownership. : 


STATUS OF THE ACTOR. 

Mr. Henry B. Irving; son of Sir Henry 
Irving undertakes to tell in the Fortnightly 
Review why the actor’s profession is looked 
at askance by a large proportion of every 
community. He says the actor is open to a 
double share of criticis—as an artist and 
as a man—and that the two things together 
tend to place him unjustly on a plane only 
slightly above that of the common hang- 
man, without the hangman's excuse that he 
is conférring a practical service upon the 
community. 

Mr. Irving's article is long and turgid, 
but a patient reading of it brings out the 
fact that he believes the actor te be the 
victim of his Own suecess in creating stage 
illusions. It is the actor's business to por 
tray idealized life and to fling the glamour 
of poetic and dramatic illusion over the 
séenes on the stage. The more he succeeds 
in this poetic deception the more is he ex- 
posed to the publicity of newspaper and 
drawing-room gossip, and the more thor- 
oughly is the public convinced that he car- 
ties into his private life the same passions 
he has portrayed on the stage. Mr. Irving 
farther argues that this glamour of the 
stage attracts more loafers and people who 
have failed in other walks of life than does 
any other business or profession. These 
sutlerg and camp-followers call them- 
selves actors. The newspapers always take 
care to tell an actor’s profession when he 
gets into trouble, because of the public in- 
terest growing out of the aforesaid glamour, 
and the result is that the profession as a 
whole sufférs in teputation. This ingenious 
bit of logie, if carried far enough, leads to 
the conclusion that the better actors men 
beeome the worse their reputations will be, 
until, by the time they reach perfection as 
artists, they will be classed among thie 
dregs of society. This sounds oddly coming 
from a man whose father was knighted and 
lionized for his successful acting. 

No doubt this afterglow of illusion that 
survives the fall of the curtain “ does tempt 
people to take an abnormal interest in the 
actor's private life, and it may be respon- 
sible for a false impression to the effect 
that the morals of the stage villain are 
necessarily as bad off the boards as upon 
them, but Mr. Irving’s ingenious theory will 
not explain so much as he tries to make it 
explain. It does not account for the ab- 
normal number of divorces in dramatic cir- 
cles. It does not explain away the sweep- 
ing arraignment of the morals of the stage 
by men like Clement Seott. Mr. Irving 
might have made a stronger case for bis 
guild if he had admitted that the conditiors 
and modes of life incident to the dramatic 
profession are peculiarly productive of 
temptations to moral laxity. With that ad- 
mission made, one may honor all the more 
those actors and actresses who keep their 
unspotted amid such surround-

TRAINING A MAN FOR THE GALLOWS. 

There is something grewsome in the 
training for the gallows which William H. 
Hummel, a rag peddler, convicted of the 
murder of his wife and three children, is 
undergoing at Williamsport, Pa. The mis- 
erable wretch has shown many character- 
isties of abject cowardice since his sen- 
tence, ahd has worried so much that he was 
in a state of almost total collapse. 2 
Sheriff, fearing that he might die a natural 
death before the day of execution, June 5, 
resolved to prevent it if possible. In con- 
sultation with the jail pliysician the lat- 
ter recommended a course of athletic and 
gymnastie exercises daily, which, he con- 
tended, would put the prisoner in fit phys- 
ical condition to be hanged in a highly cred- 
itable if not a cheerful manner. 

Apparently the hanging will be both cred- 
itable and cheerful, a sort of happy dis- 
patch.” The prisoner’s exercise began 
with walking. The walk was gradually in- 
creased to a canter, and for a few days he 
took sprinting exercises. Then he was put 
through a jumping,mill, and after that, at 
-his own request, was allowed to perform 
feats in tumbling. His appetite increased 
at once and he emerged from his “ cave of 
gloom a changed man. He is reported as 
performing the physical exercises in the 
most enthusiastic manner, as if he were 
engaged in training for an athletic event 
instead of for the gallows, and has even 
come to joke about the performance Jane 5, 
as if it were to be an enjoyable affair. The 
Sheriff himself is delighted, and says, 
Thanks to the exercises he has gone 
througli, he appears to be all right now, and 
will be in splendid physical condition for 
the ordeal which he is to go through,” 
much as if he were trained for a football 
team or were an ox put into condition for 
a country fair. 3 

It is possible the sticcess of the Pennsyl- 
vania Sheriff in getting his man inte good 
condition for hanging may be emulated 
elsewhere, and that gymnasiums for col- 
lapsed murderers may yet become a feature 
of county jails. Looking at the matter in 
the abstract, however, so long as the man 
dies it does not seem to be & matter of 
muchynioment whether he dies naturally 
or unnaturally, and a natural death would 
save both time, labor; and expense. Again, 
if the murderer has lost all terror of the 
gallows and goes to it not only in a cheerful 
frame of mind, “like one who wraps the 
drapery of his couch about him and lies 
down to pleasant dreams,” but also with 
the conviction that he is going to give his 
fellow-mortals a joyous spectacle, with him- 
self as star performer, certainly the intent 
of the law is not preserved. Again, from 
the point of view of the tag peddler him- 
self, may he not obtain such an overwhelm- 
ing joy in life by the 5th of June that he 
will be much unhappier in saying good-by 
to it than he would have been if he had not 
the preliminary circus perform- 
ances 


“PROMOTERS” IN ENGLAND. 


This is not the only country where “ pro- 


moters organize overcapitalized indus- 
trial corporations, and make fortunes at the 
expense of eredulous investors. This busi- 
ness is being carried on quite as actively in 
England as in the United States, and a de- 
mand is being made there as well as here 
for legislation which shall prevent fraud 
and overcapitalization. | 
There is an article by John B, C. Kershaw 
in the last Fortnightly Review about “ the 
changes which company promoters have 
brought about in our manufacturing indus- 
tries during the last twenty years.” Prior 
to 1880 most manufacturing industries in 
Great Britain were controlled by private 
firms. Since then the conversion of such 
firms into public joint stock companies has 
heen carried on with almost incredible rapid- 
ity. In 1885 the number of registered com- 
anies was 9,344, with a.paidup capital of 
450,000,000. In 1898 it was 25,267, with 
a paidup capital of $6,940,000,000. Almost 
2 ber cent of these companiés ate conver- 
ons. 
Private manufacturers have been willing 


to dispose of their businesses to the outside 


publie because competition was becoming 
keener and the day of large profits was 
over. At the outset it was customary for 
the firm itself to promote the new company. 
The services of a middleman were not in- 
voked. Then the sum paid by the public 
generally was a reasonable one at the time 
of the transaction. But when promoters 
and financial syndicates came to take the 
matter in hand, as they did soon, the public 
had to pay their commissions, and thus 
paid much more for a business than it was 
worth. |

sure to lose money. Mr. Kershaw's plan 
for the protection of the public is the same 
one which has beén advocated here—pub- 
licity. But, he says, in conclusion—and his 
words apply to this country as well as to 
England—“ when all possible legislative 
action designed to protect.the investor 
from fraud has been taken; it will fail in 
its ultimate purpose unless the investor 


himself exhibits more prudence than has 


been the case in the past.“ 5 


„ MR. HOWELLS IN ECLIPSE. 

The long-continued supremacy of the ro- 
mantic novel—the novel of incident—calle 
attention to the prolonged occtiltation of 


Mr. Howells and his novels of character. 


In commenting upon Mr. Howells’ latest 
novel an English critic recently expressed 
surprise that anybody should write so well 
about nothing. This has stirred the New 
Orleans Times-Demoerat to take up the 
cudgels on belialf of the American realist 
and to protest that the time will surely come 
when Mr. Howefls will again bé at the head 
of the literary procession. To this the New 


saying that the time will surely come when 
the novel of character will again supplant 
the novel of deeds, though it admits that 
there is no sign of such a change on the 
present literary horizon. 

Not many years ago Mr. Howells was in- 
sisting that the writing or reading of ro- 
mantic novels was a sign of intellectual 
weakness of artistic ignorance. Ata time 
when every one of the popular favorites 
is highly romantic he must needs hold his 
peace, though he may be of the same opinion 
still. But one may be permitted to doubt, 
with at least the amount of dogtiatism 
formerly shown by Mr. Howells, whether 
his style of fiction will ever be in the ascend- 


}ency to the extent now enjoyed by the ro- 


mantic novel. The novel pf character is 
indeed the highest form of fiction, but the 


love of incident is almost universal among 


readers. Thé ideal combination is the novel 
that portrays character through ineidents. 
One marked quality of the present-day ro- 
mance is found in. the closer attention it 
pays to having its characters consistent and 
natural. This is, perhaps, au indirect re- 
sult of the labors of writers like Mr. How- 
ells in insisting on realistic character por- 
trayal, but his determination to ignore inci- 
dents and dramatic climaxes has left him 
revolving in a literary eddy while the ful! 
stream is flowing elsewhere on its course. 
Henry James is another genuine character 
artist who ignores incident and tries to sup- 
ply its place with analysis. He is also re- 
volving in a little whirlpool of his own. 
The trouble with Mr. Howells’ kind of 
realism and with Mr, James’ kind of analy- 
sis is that both tend rapidly to degenerate 
into morbidity. Thomas Hardy proved this 
when he exhansted his vogue with his 
“Tess” and his “Jude.” Paul Bourget 
and the other French analytical-novelists 
have proved it in their own mode of morbid 
dullness. The analytical novel calls for in- 
trospection, and this seems inevitably to be 
bad for the mental health when continued 
for any length oftime. The frank objectiv- 
ity of the romance is the proper cure for 
such disease, and the present vogue of the 
novel of outdoor adventure is a happy and 
needed reaction, born of the same sort of 
impulse as that which sends one into the 


| fields ahd woods to get rid of microbes and 


headaches. The swashbuckling romance 
is not the highest form of art, but it is a sure 
eure for morbid introspection, and it wquld 


be a pity if it were ever to go out of fashion 


for long. ae 
CO-OPERATIVE FEEDING. 
Sir Thomas Lipton, in folfillment of a 
long cherished project, has reeently opened 
in one of the busiest but humbler districts 
of London, under the name of the Alexan- 
dra Trust, a new eating establishment, ex- 
emplifying certain novel features and de- 
signed to furnish good meals at a low price. 
Two large floors of the building devoted 
to the purpose, each seating 500 people at 
once, are already used, and nearly 2,000 
persons are fed in the single noon hour. 

A uniform price of nine cents is charged 
for a meal, and the latter consists of three 
courses, which may be selected from a 
number of options. Each meal is served 
in a tray from the kitchen, -whieh is on 
the top floor. It is sent down in a dumb 
waiter, paid for at the counter, and taken 
away by the customer, to be partaken of 
at one of the tables, The experiment ap- 
pears likely to be a success financially, 
since it promises to pay 5 per cent divi- 
dends, and Sir Thomas declares his pur- 
‘pose to establish similar eating-houses else- 
where in London and in other British cities. 

Apropos of this event, which has gained 

prominence not only from the reputation 
of its founder but also from being patron- 
{zed by the Princess of Wales, a London 
weekly urges the English cohperative so- 
cieties in the Lancashire district to under- 
take the oft-discussed task of establishing 
cobperative kitchens and dining-rooms to 
obviate the necessity of home cooking 
among working people. Sweeping criti- 
cism is pronounced upon “ the waste of our 
present system,” under which. “every 
housewife is a slave,” each house has its 
daily costly and odoriferous preparation 
of food,” and “owing chiefly to the poor 
quality of his food and the unwholesome 
way in which it is prepared for his use, a 
breakdown in the workman’s health is énly 
a matter of time.“ It is also alleged that 
eating in the wage-earner’s home lacks due 
cheerfulness and pleasure. 
Over against these conditions the advan- 
tages of a cobperative kitchen are urged 
sas likely to “save fuel,” “ diminish drink- 
ing,” and save labor.“ “Instead of 200 
kitchen fires, and 200 women cooking more 
or less imperfectly and wastefully, and 200 
men eating theit solitary and unenjoyable 
dinner, they would have a social meal for 
1,000 persons, refreshing and appetizing.” 

Ot the evils here recounted world 
is well aware, but there is history of sad 
experience in efforts to cure them by means 
ot cobperative cooking schemes. The rapid 
iherease, however, of hotel life and of eat- 
ing places planned on a large scale, to-.

exchange rate is against that at present. 
The loans that have been made by New 
York banks abroad are made to the most 
powerful institutions in the world, and the 
rates must have been low. The chances are 
that exchange rates will drop considerably 
before long. If a loan should be made to 
a/foreign banker now for, say four months, 
the probabilities are that exchange would 
drop enough by the end of that tinge to take 
away most of the profit. The profit would 
be reduced at any rate so much that it 
would have been better for the bank to have 
loaned its money in this country.”

BIG FLOW OF IMMIGRANTS | 


THOUSANDS LOOK FOR HOMES IN THE 
WEST. 


Nearly 10,000 Will Pass Through Chi- 
cage in the Nexg Few Days—Three 
Thousand Will Settle in Illinois—Of 
This Number the Italians Lead—Ar- 
rivals from Scandinavian Countries, 
Great Britain, ahd Germany De- 
crease—Heavy Increase in Numbers. 


Nearly 10,000 immigrants will pass through 
Chicago within the next few days to find 
homes in this vicinity and in the far West. 
Most of them are Italians: Three thousand 
immigrants will settle in [linois, the Italians 
leading the number in race. Six hundred of 
them are from the southern part of Italy. 
The Scandinavians in the list number 419, 
the Greeks 310, and the Germans 268. 

Immigration took a decided spurt in 
March, when 89,529 immigrants landed in 
New York.

Those on the Rolls Having No Other In- 


come Favor Equalization— 
Nayor's Views. 


The defects in the police pension law point- 
ed out in Tue Trinune yesterday are 


attracting e attention of both pen- 
sioners members ef the police 
force who contribute to the police 


fund. on the pension rolls 
call attention to the fact that during many 
years’ service on the force they were con- 
tributors to the pension fund, and insist 
that, as a result, it matters not the amount 
of property owned or the size of their in- 
pt es, they are entitled to draw their pen- 
ns.

the foundations of their own fortunes 28 
were willing to show it before the work

which the element of monopoly is the great- 
est that the progress of consolidation has 
been most rapid: The most powerful indus- 
trial combinations have been effected by com- 
binations with raflroads, and when these are 
united they are irresistible.”
